■TEA  AND  HYBRID  TEA  VARIETIES 

The  introduction  within  the  past  few  years  of  many  new  varieties  of  tea  and 
hybrid-tea  roses  has  given  a great  impetus  to  rose  growing  in  this  section. 

These  roses  are  known  as  the  “monthly  or  ever-blooming’’  and  flower  contin- 
ually from  June  to  frost. 

While  not  entirely  hardy  they  will  withstand  most  of  cur  winters  with  a little 
protection. 

HOW  TO  GET  THE  BEST  RESULTS 

Select  a sunny  location  and  if  the  soil  has  some  clay  in  it  all  the  better.  Pre- 
pare the  ground  by  thoroughly  spading  and  pulverizing.  Plant  the  bush  roses 
about  fifteen  inches  apart,  Arming  the  ground  well  around  the  roots. 

Loosen  up  the  soil  between  the  plants  at  least  once  a week  and  oftener  if  it 
rains  and  the  soil  gets  packed. 

About  the  middle  of  June  mulch  the  bed  with  strawy  manure  or  lawn  clippings 
,to  the  depth  of  a couple  of  inches,  putting  the  mulching  right  up  around  the  plants. 

If  thoroughly  mulched,  the  plants  will  need  no  further  cultivation  except  to 
pull  out  the  few  large  weeds  that  will  appear,  and  give  a thorough  soaking  every  ten 
day  or  two  weeks  if  the  weather  is  very  dry. 

Late  in  the  fall  mound  up  the  dirt  around  each  plant  and  after  the  ground  is 
frozen  cover  with  three  or  four  inches  of  strawy  manure  or  litter. 

In  the  spring  remove  the  litter  and  level  down  the  bed.  Prune  the  plants  by  cut- 
ting back  the  strong  shoots  and  removing  the  weak  shoots  entirely. 

You  will  be  surprised  at  the  quantity  of  beautiful  roses  you  can  cut  if  you  fol- 
low this  method  of  caring  for  them.
